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REPORT. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., December 24th, 1906. 


Hon. Herbert J. Hagerman, Governor of New Mexico: 


SIR: Iherewith transmit a detailed statement of receipts 

and expenditures of University of New Mexico for the last 
` two years, together with trial balance including allitems 
since the foundation of the institution. Among the items of 
receipts, I would call attention to the Philo Sherman Ben- 
nett Fund which consists of a donation from the said estate 
for five hundred ($500.00) dollars, the interest of which is to 
be expended for providing for the education of children who 
cannot meet the expenses of tuition. The interest of this 
fund has been placed to its credit, as we have not yet been 
‘able to find anyone needing such assistance. 

The item due the Bank of Commerce is in accordance with 
a contract made by the Regents under Sections 3582 to 3586 
of the Compiled Laws of New Mexico with Wallace Hesselden 
and by him assigned to the bank. This contract was en- 
tered into after legaladvice and under the provisions of said 
act. But in order that the financial condition of the institu- 
tion might be more clearly and directly expressed upon the 
books of the Secretary and Treasurer, and also that the Board 
of Regents might have a more accurate control of the same 
and be more familiar with the construction of the dormito- 
ries, the variqus items were expended under the direction 
and supervision of the Board of Regents at the request of 
the bank. 

This contract was entered into under the above statute 
because of the fact that we have for the past five years been 
turning away students from other parts of the Territory on 
account of lack of dormitory facilities. All our efforts to in- 
duce the parents of such students to permit them to board 
in town have proved unavailing, with the result that may if 
not all of such students have gone outside of the Territory to 
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the detriment of our own institution. These dormitories 
were opened one month after the beginning of school and 
sixty-five per cent of the rooms are already occupied. I am 
informed by the Registrar, that from the inquiries already 
made for next year all of the rooms will be taken, and that 
within two years increased dormitory facilities willbe re- 
quired. These dormitories are under the control of mem- 
bers of the faculty, one of whom resides within each building. 
The expense of the dormitory has never exceeded its income. 

Within the last two years, a central steam plant has been 
installed at a cost of six thousand ($6,000 00) dollars, by 
which all of the buildings including the new dormitories are : 
heated from a central boiler house. This was a necessity as 
the bills for fuel and Jabor required to keep the fires going 
were excessive. It has had the effect of reducing our fuel 
bills almost 40 per cent as we are able to use a cheaper qual- 
ity of fuel. The boiler house also provides a residence for 
the janitor and family. Considerable money has been ex- 
pended upon the grounds, arranging them according to a 
plan for the future which can be worked upto slowly from 
year to year. 

An expense due to completing our water system appears 
within the last two years and was required because our 
buildings are higher than the reservoir of the City Water 
Works making fire protection from that reservoir impossible. 
A 200 foot well with a 20 foot windmill and electric pump, 
tanks in the attic of the Science Hall, and convenient fire 
plugs and hose in the buildings with the constant patroling 
of the grounds give us much greater security than we had in 
the past. Additional tanks will be provided as required when 
the changes in the Main Building (which will be described 
later) are made. In addition to this a reservoir 50 by 120 by 
8 feet has been constructed at the highest point on the 
grounds for the purpose of irrigation, it being possible 
to utilize the surplus water after filing the tanks and to 
collect the same within this reservoir for future use. This 
relieves the Board of considerable expense connected with 
care of the grounds. : 
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NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION. 


Library.—We now have considerably over 7,000 volumes 
in the library, many of them of such character, which have 
been obtained by purchase or gift, that they cannot?be re- 
placed and the library is growing at the rate of 500 volumes a 
year. ltisatpresentstill in the old Assembly Hall of the 
main building where itis exposed toloss by fire. The erect- 
ion of a building for the special use of the library, of re-in- 
forced concrete or some slow-burning material, is impera- 
tively demanded in the near future, if not at once. 

Main Building.—The main buildingjof the University erected 
in 1892 is of a style of architecture wholly unsuited to the 
climatic conditions existing. And its extremely high roof 
exposes such an area of surface to the winds as to be danger- 
ous. Twice within the last ten years have the Board of 
Regents called upon contractors and architects to inspect 
said roof, and twice have they been compelled to expend 
from $300 to $500 dollars to render same comparatively safe. 
But the racking strains of high winds continue to endanger 
its stability and the Board believes that the safest and best 
method will be to remove the roof entirely and replace it 
with a flat roof, at the same time adding as a wing a one-story 
building to be used as an assembly room, there not being any 
room in the buildings where the entire body of students can 
gather without being seriously overcrowded. This, together 
with a Library building is something that the incoming leg- 
islature should consider and provide for at once, as such an 
arrangement by the removal of the Library from the Main 
Building and the erection of an Assembly Hall will provide 
additional recitation and study rooms, the need of which at 
present is sadly felt. 

The increase in the student-body has been large and hap- 
pily in the direction of advanced work, increased age and 
higher standing of the matriculates, there being a total num- 
ber of 140 of which 45 are entered for College courses, every 
class in College work being pace the Freshmen of 
this year numbering 18. 

The demand for additional instructors has rapidly ad- 
vanced, so rapidly that the income of the institution has not 
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permitted the Board of Regents to meet it. Our salary 
list has slowly but steadily increased, although we are still 
paying much lower salaries than other like territorial insti- 
tutions. The timeis imminent when arrangements must be 
made to provide for additional courses of study, and the 
present income from the legislative appropriation of $18,000 
is entirely inadequate for actual running expenses, and un- 
less a large immediate increase is made it will be impossible 
to carry on the work of this institution even as at present, to 
say nothing of meeting increasing demands. If this is not 
done, the board will be compelled to make so extensive a re- 
duction in the teaching force and in the courses of study, as 
to cripple the institution for years. Experience in other 
states as to publie universities shows that the critical time 
is during the earlier years and that those which have had 
liberal treatment in infancy, have soon taken high rank and 
attained success and reputation equal to many of the older 
and more highly endowed universities. 

In our own case, if the legislature will at the present time 
so deal with us, that the growth and progress of the univer- 
sity may continue unchecked, it will not be many years be- 
fore the revenue to be derived from the donations made by 
Congress willattain such proportions as to make the institu- 
tion independent, provided that the principal of those dona- 
tions be preserved substantially intact under wise and eco- 


nomical administration. 


As a summary of what is needed, the university should be 
given not less than $25,000 per annum for ordinary current 
expenses; provision should be made for the expenditure of 
about $18,000 for a library building, and of about $5,000 for 
improvements and addition to the main building; and funds 
should be furnished for the acquisition of more land, the 
present amount being insufficient for even immediate needs, 
When we recall that the library building will house property 
worth about $25,000, and that the main building with its top 
heavy and dangerous roof represents an investment of about 
$50,000, it will be seen that the library and other improve- 
ments are an economical necessity, and in no way an ex- 
travagance.
